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North Street Residents Say 
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Fire Protection Inadequate 


A North Street abuttors group will be 
citing inadequate water supply for fire 
protection as their chief reason in pro- 
testing the proposed Northwoods Com- 
prehensive Permit at the Zoning Board 
of Appeals’ second hearing tonight. The 
hearing will be held at 6:30 p.m. in the 
School Committee conference room, on 
the second floor of the School Offices, 
Whittier St. entrance. 

The group’s leadership, Olivier Goulet, 
Charles Cronin and Joseph Aurujo, all 
North St. residents, contend after inves- 
tigating various public records, water 
supply is lacking. Goulet and Aurujo 
came to this conclusion on the basis of 
their experience as civil engineers. 

According to the abuttors, the Insur- 
ance Services Office (ISO) requires 6,900 
gallons per minute flow at the intersec- 
tion of North St. and River Road for ad- 
equate fire protection. It is the ISO which 
gives the town its fire rating, which, in 
turn, determines fire insurance rates. 

The group obtained a copy of test re- 
sults from the Department of Public 
Works, which stated only just over 2,000 
gallons per minute would be available, 
while the ISO report concludes that 
about 4,000 gallons per minute would be 
available at the required pressure of 20 
pounds.

Either way, abuttors believe, fire pro- 
tection is currently inadequate in the 
area—especially with the location of the 
Lawrence Regional Vocational Techni- 
cal School—and the problem could only 
worsen with the added burden of the two 
comprehensive permit developments 
currently proposed for the street. 

Robert McQuade, director of public 
works, does not agree with the group, 
insisting that the 2,000 gallons per min- 
ute reading is inaccurate. McQuade did 
the test himself, in relation to Doyle 
Lumber, and has commented that the 
reading guage was broken, but for this 
specific test, he only needed to know that 
there was more than 2,000 gallons per 
minute, so the test was not redone. 

As far as the Northwoods development 
is concerned, he feels confident that with 
an excess of 4,000 gallons per minute, 
safety can be assured as long as the 
Building Inspector’s office requires fire 
walls dividing portions of the buildings 
and other construction-related fire pro- 
tection measures. 

“Whatever they’re trying to prove,” 
said McQuade, ‘‘they’re relying on the 
wrong avenue to fight the condominium- 
s....1f multi-family is built and meets 
Building Inspector codes, we have 
adequate flow.” 

McQuade also admonished the group 
leadership for not discussing their con- 
cerns with him and relying on their own 
interpretation of certain documents. “‘If 
they are going to run around quoting 
things,’ he said, ‘‘I want them to have 
the facts.” 

The group has also stated, if their con- 
clusions are true in this location, inade- 
quate water supply for fire protection 
may be a town-wide problem, since 1972- 
73 recommendations made by town con- 
sultant Camp, Dresser & McKee have 
not even all been implemented. 

According to McQuade, these are not 
fully accurate allegations. First of all, he

commented, the ISO rates Andover at 
the second highest level, giving the town 
a “‘B-plus” in fire protection. 

Additionally, virtually all recommen- 
dations made in the consultant’s report 
have received funding and should be im- 
plemented in the next year or so. These 
plans include the laying of water pipes in 
Lowell St. and Greenwood Road, on 
Salem St. from South Main St. to Holt 
Road, and on Prospect St. The only rec- 
ommendation that has not yet been fi- 
nanced is the laying of pipes along 
Andover St. up to Enfield Drive. 

On a town-wide basis, the group is also 
concerned with pipes installed before 
1955, because they are not cement lined. 
This can cause iron deposits to build on 
the pipe’s interior restricting water flow. 
These deposits can also break off and be 
carried in the drinking water supply. 

On this issue, McQuade agreed that 
these pipes are a problem, but that the 
new water system study will address this 
issue. A portion of the funding necessary 
to conduct the study was awarded by 
town meeting and more financing will be 
asked next year, said McQuade. The stu- 
dy will be completed by the end of 1988, 
and implementation can then begin. Spe- 
cific study areas will be the replacement 
of the older piping in town and an update 
on town water needs based on devel- 
opment since the last Camp, Dresser & 
McKee study.

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Low Income Legislation Cuts Costs

Next week, Part Two will discuss the 
comprehensive permit process, specific 
petitions currently filed, and the town’s 
own affordable housing initiatives. 

“Section 40B”’ and ‘‘Chap- 


ter 774’ are the three most 
commonly used phrases. They refer to 
the state’s requirement that commu- 
nities dedicate 10 percent of their hous- 
ing units to low and moderate income 
residents. In addition to this require- 
ment, these state regulations set up the 
steps in the comprehensive permit proc- 
ess, which allows a developer to sidestep 
some local regulations. 

As of the 1980 census, Andover had 
only 445 units, or five percent, thus mak- 
ing it a target for affordable housing de- 
_ velopment. With few pieces of land that 
can support a large development—and 
stay within local regulations—the com- 
prehensive permit has also become a 
fact of life in town. 

In 1985, Gov. Michael Dukakis created 
the Massachusetts Housing Partnership 
(MHP) to provide for the production of 
safe housing which would be affordable 
to households that would not normally be 
able to obtain such housing without assis- 
tance. 

“Affordable housing,” said MHP Di- 
rector Joseph Flatley, “‘is connected to 
the state’s future economic health.” If 
non-management level employees can- 
not find affordable housing they will seek 
employment in areas with a lower cost of 
living. Thus, the state has made the pro- 
duction of affordable housing a par- 


amount initiative. 
the affordable housing de- 
elopment process begins 
with the developer, who purchases or op- 
tions a piece of land for development. If 
a proposal which meets all local by-laws 
is created, the developer goes through 
normal local channels (i.e. Planning 
Board) for development approval, and 
may directly apply to the state agency in 
charge of funding assistance for the par- 
ticular type of housing he is interested in 
building. 

If the design of the development vio- 
lates local regulations or zoning by-laws, 
the developer must file a comprehensive 
permit application to the local zoning 
board, which decides whether or not to 
allow a development—despite its viola- 
tions—on behalf of all town boards and 
officials who would normally have a say. 
This intricate process will be discussed 
in greater detail next week. 

Whether a developer meets all local 
regulations or is granted a comprehen- 
sive permit allowing the development, he 
has a number of state-run programs un- 
der which he may obtain funding—some 
for resident-owned houses or condomini- 
ums, others for rental units. 

The MHP Board designated the state’s 
Executive Office of Communities and

Development (EOCD) as the primary . 


administrative agency for the distribu- 
tion of funds for, and implementation of, 
approved programs. In 1986, approxi- 
mately $200 million in below-market in- 
terest rate mortgages was offered by the 
Massachusetts Housing and Finance 
Agency (MHFA). The MHP Fund also 
offered $20 million in funds available to 
reduce the finance costs to the low-to- 
moderate-income homebuyer, and an- 
other $5 million in Community Devel- 
opment Action Grants (CDAG) was 
provided to construct sewers, roads and 
other infrastructure necessary for hous- 
ing development. 


r4 4 md of the major initiatives of 
MHP has been the 


Eonaemeae Opportuni- 
ty Program (HOP) which offers afforda- 
ble housing to first-time home buyers. 
These may be single-family homes, 
townhouses or condominiums. Most de- 
velopers currently seeking to build affor- 
dable housing in Andover have chosen to 
obtain funding through this program. 

HOP Director Tom Gleason, estimat- 
ing the median cost of a home in Massa- 
chusetts at $170,000, commented that 
HOP allows like homes to be purchased 
“for about half that cost.” 

For HOP funding through the MHFA, 
the state requires that at least 25 percent 
of the units be priced at $78,500, so that 
they are affordable to low income house- 
holds. These buyers must have an in- 
come between $17,000 and $25,000. 

The remaining 75 percent of the units 
do not have pricing guidelines, but if 
MHFA mortgages are provided to the 
homebuyers of some of these units, they 
must be priced at $110,000 or less. 

For these moderate-rate units, if any 
are included in the development, the 
buyer must have an income of less than 
$35,000 for a household of one, or $40,000 
for a household of two, with an additional 
$1,500 allowed for each additional depen- 
dent. 

In addition to the below-market rate 
pricing of these units, both low and mod- 
erate income buyers may also receive a 
mortgage write-down of up to three per- 
centage points below the current mort- 
gage interest rate from the MHP Fund. 

The interest rate will increase slowly, 
riging.one. percentage point every three

years until the tenth year, when it peaks. 
This interest rate will be charged for the 
remainder of the mortgage period. 

Prices on the overall project can be 
skewed by the developer so that he may 
realize an acceptable profit—even 
though he is charging below-market 
rates for some of the units. 

The low/moderate units will remain 
affordable through deed restrictions. An 
owner cannot rent the property for profit 
and must reside in the unit he purchases. 
The owner is also restricted in two ways 
from receiving more than a reasonable 
profit. 

Low .and moderate income units are 
sold for between five and 30 percent be- 
low the unit’s actual market value. If the 
first owner of a low or moderate income 
unit purchases it for 10 percent below the 
unit’s market value, he can sell it for no 
more than 10 percent below the market 
value at the time of sale. In addition, the 
unit can only be sold to a buyer who 
meets the required income guidelines. 

When a unit is sold, funds used to re- 
duce the interest rate on the affordable 
homes must be repaid to the MHP Fund. 
The seller is allowed to keep 80 percent 
of the appreciation on the unit they are 
selling, and return the other 20 percent to 
the MHP Fund. These monies are then 
recycled and used for other affordable 
housing developments.

gram, there are two funding 
sources for rental development 
as well. 

SHARP (State Housing Assistance for 
Rental Production) is a subsidy loan pro- 
gram that requires at least 25 percent of 
the development to be affordable. 

Permanent financing and construction 
funding is provided through the MHFA 


with proceeds from the sale of tax- 
exempt bonds. SHARP funds are admin- 
istered by the EOCD, and are used to 
write-down the “effective cost” of inter- 
est payments on the MHFA loans to as 
little as five percent for up to 15 years. 

The amount of SHARP monies 
awarded is based on the difference be- 
tween the cost of producing the devel- 
opment and the market-rate 
rents that could be charged for the type 
of unit in the particular location. 

These funds are a loan, with expecta- 
tions that a development will become 
self-sustaining within 15 years. After the 
15 year period has ended, SHARP funds 
are either repaid to MHFA or are used 
for the benefit of the low and moderate 
income households in the development. 

SHARP funds are awarded in two 
ways. The MHFA holds periodic compe- 
titions among developers, evaluating 
their proposals by testing them against 
selection criteria. SHARP funding may 
also be awarded by the MHP to projects 
sponsored by local Housing Partnerships 
(like the newly created Andover Housing 
Partnership). 

In order to even be considered for 
SHARP funding, a proposal must first 
meet the MHFA Threshold Require- 
ments and then the SHARP Statutory 
Requirements. If these minimum re- 
quirements are met, SHARP proposals 
will be evaluated against the three 
SHARP Selection Criteria areas. 

The low and moderate income units 
must be marketed toward holders of ei- 
ther State Chapter 707 or Federal Section 
8 Certificates. This enables individuals to 
pay between 25 and°30 percent of their 
total income toward rent. If units cannot 
be rented to these certificate-holders, the 
EOCD provides back-up assistance. 

After SHARP funds are awarded, pro- 
posals are put throught the MHFA fi- 
nancing process. The developer submits 
a formal mortgage application and the 
MHF A conducts an in-depth underwrit- 
ing review. If a proposal passes through 
this phase, it receives a recommendation 
to the MHF A Board for a loan commit- 
ment. 

The MHFA then raises funds through 
the sale of tax-exempt bonds and these 
funds are given to the developer once 
any conditions that were placed have 
been met by the developer. Closing is ex- 
pected to occur within nine months of the 
SHARP award. 


4 ¢! he second funding program 
offered for affordable rental 
housing from the MHP is 

TELLER, or Tax Exempt Local Loans to 

Encourage Rental (Production). 

Instead of applying to the state for 
funding, developers interested in the 
TELLER Program make a proposal to 
the local housing authority in the com- 
munity where the development is to be 
built. The housing authority then holds a 
public hearing on the proposal. 

If the proposal is accepted by the hous- 
ing authority, it then applies to the MHP 
to purchase tax-exempt bonds, sold at an 
interest rate up to two points below aver- 
age. 

In order to qualify for TELLER, 20 
percent of the housing must be for low 
income residents, for those who have an 
income no greater than 50 percent less 
than the state median income. The re- 
maining 80 eas have no set pricing or 
income limits

About Our People 


On the Moon and Under Water: 


Engineer’s Designs Have Been Everywhere

When William Elmer looks 
at the moon, he can say that a 
part of himself is up there. 

The 86-year-old Andover res- 
ident and retired engineer de- 
signed the reflector used in the 
walking-stick camera Neil 
Armstrong left on the moon 
during the Apollo-11 mission. 

“T have a light on the moon 
now,” Elmer says with a grin. 
He was asked to design the re- 
flector by a Bedford optical 
company that was given a lot 
of government commissions. 

Elmer has also left his mark 
on earth. In 1944, when he was 
a section engineer in an Ohio 
division of Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Corp., he redesigned the 
company’s street lights that 
are now an industry standard 
and used worldwide. 

Elmer takes his accomplish- 
ments lightly. After all, he 
says, it was mostly common 
sense that produced them. 
“The streetlights they used to 
use didn’t direct the light to- 
ward the pavement in the most 
efficient way. They needed a 
compound curvature so that 
the light would hit the street in 
an oblong area uniformly.”’ 

The OV-20 oval horizontal- 
burning mercury street lumi- 
naire is the extended name for 
the lights Elmer and his crew 
of five engineers designed. 

The mathematics they used 
in their project became the 
nucleus of Elmer’s book, The 
Optical Design of Reflectors. 

“T finished writing it in 1974, 
but no one would publish it,” 
Elmer said. ‘Finally they 
woke up, and John Wiley and 
Sons published it in ’80.” 

It was a risk worth taking 
since the book was bought by 
major optical companies and 
studied by designers every- 
where. And that means every- 
where. 

“T have a letter — I have it 


framed, too — from a post 
graduate lighting engineer in 
Peking, China, who heard 


about the book and wondered 
where he could get it. Well, I 
wrote back and told him where 
he could find it.”’ 

Answering. the stident’s 
question was not the last Elm- 
er heard of him though. 

‘(A colleague) who hap- 
pened to go to China told me he 
had been talking with a post- 
graduate student who talked 
about a book written by an 
American.’’ The American 
was, of course, Elmer. ‘‘Of all 
the remarkable coincidences,

for him to have talked about 
my book with the same person 
who had written me a letter 
asking about the book. In 
China!”’ 

The book traveled almost as 
far west as it did east. When 
Elmer telephoned the Deep 
Sea Power and Light Corp. of 
Los Angeles to promote his 
book, he was told that the com- 
pany already had a copy. 
What’s more, its engineers had 
studied every page of it in their 
design of the underwater light- 
ing equipment Robert Ballard 
used to photograph the sub- 


merged Titanic. 

He sits back in a roomy arm- 
chair in the house he and his 
wife, an Andover native, rent. 
It’s the Rose Cottage, 2 Chest- 
nut St., where French Gen. La- 
Fayette stonped for a hot toddy 
in 1825. The Elmers moved to 
the house more than a century 
and a half after LaFayette’s 
visit. Calendars left by pre- 
vious occupants hang from 
doors and walls on the first lev- 
el. One is from 1960; another is 
open to a page bearing the date 
March, 1937. They are stopped 
in time; like the house itself: It 


is a wistful kind of immortali- 
ty. 

Elmer is just back from his 
65th reunion at the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, 
where he got his bachelor of 
science degree in electrical en- 
gineering in 1922. There were 
about 25 alumni there, the last 
of the largest MIT class on re- 
cord — about 1,200. 

“It was kind of sad,’”’ Elmer 
said. ‘‘We won’t be having any 
more reunions after this one, 
you know, because they’re all 
86, 87 now..”’ 

Eimer’s life at MIT wasn’t 


all transformers and optical 
formulas. For a while, the 
young Elmer thought he might 
like to be an artist. He was art 
editor of Voodoo, the institute’s 
unshakeable comic magazine. 
Having fizzled out twice, it was 
just starting another life when 
Elmer got to his reunion. 

He decided to stop by the old 
Voodoo office, and found that it 
wasn’t there anymore. 

“But across the hall, I saw 
another office full of papers 
and activities. There was a 
man sitting there, and would 
you believe? He was the editor 
of the revived Voodoo. And he 
knew of me.” 

After college, Elmer set up 
an art studio in Boston for sev- 
en years. He did charcoal por- 
traits and sketches, one of 
which was recently discovered 
by a friend’s wife and sent to 
him in its frame. 

It’s a picture of a woman in 
an almost surreal living room 
sitting across a table from a 
mythical-looking animal. Each 
stroke is measurably precise, 
as if it were an engineering de- 
sign. He says he’s going to send 
it to Voodoo’s board of man- 
agers, who have been asking 
for some of Elmer’s old pic- 
tures. 

In 1929, Elmer closed up his 
studio and pursued the career 
for which he had been trained. 
He was made head of a division 
of the Boston Edison Company. 
While there, he invented a met- 
al-street-light head, which left 
the archaic — and expensive — 
porcelain heads behind. 

After he left Boston Edison in 
1942, Elmer spent two years in 
Westinghouse’s Sharon, Penn., 
division designing the Mark 31 
torpedo mine used in World 
War II. 

Elmer put his optical know- 
how to good use when he be- 
came a reflector design consul- 
tant in 1960. 


Since Elmer has retired his 
drafting boards, he has taken 
up something else — music. He 
has composed about 37 pieces 
of music on the piano and says 
that’s been keeping him busy 
for a while. 

For a while. Right now, Elm- 
er’s in Thornton, N.H., running 
a 100-acre farm called Greens- 
pires. He’ll stay there for the 
summer and raise birch and a 
few fir trees, and maybe he'll 
be back in time to see the roses 
bloom on the trellis in front of 
his Andover house. He might 
as well: he just finished tying 
them there.

Twelve-year-old Tina Smeltzer ran 
down the street to meet it. “I seen what 
they (modular homes) look live on TV, 
but not in person. It was shocking.”’ 

Neighbors and friends, some of whom 
took time from work, clustered around 


the house next door to watch the Smeltz- 


ers’ new house go up. A few had camer- 
as. Passengers in cars and schoolbuses 
ogled the scene as if it were from the 
pages of Dr. Seuss. 

The first thing Tina says she’s going to 
do when she steps in the new house is run 
to her bedroom — her own bedroom. 
Since April, Tina and seven other people 
have been sharing her grandmother’s 
four-bedroom house.

Summer Activities Planned

The Andover Historical Society plans a 
summer of activities; courses, tours and 
exhibits. Ancient Andover, a one-week 
course, provides an opportunity to ex- 
plore Andover’s history from 1630 to 
1750. Participants will journey back in 
time, surveying architecture, under- 
standing early industry, agriculture and 
trade, exploring eating habits and exam- 
ining burial practices. Each two-hour 
session will begin at 9:30 a.m. in the so- 
ciety’s meeting room at 97 Main St. Two 
field trips are planned to historical sites 
and a burying ground. The first session 
is scheduled between July 13 and 17 and 
the second from August 3 through the 7.

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Seifert Proposes Town-Wide 
Conference On AIDS Threat 


By Lewis C. Howe 


Local religious, medical and community leaders should 
work together to educate Andover residents about the 
threat of Acquired Immune Deficiency Syndrome, said 
Dr. Kenneth Seifert, Superintendent of Schools. 

Seifert plans to ask the school committee Tuesday to 
endorse a proposed town-wide AIDS conference, which 
would be held next fall. 

“AIDS is the one issue that hits at the heart and moral 
fiber of the community,” Seifert stated. The superinten- 
dent said he would like to see “greater visibility” from 
local clergy, medical personnel and. parents in a dialogue 
on AIDS prevention. 

Pat Palermo of the Andover Walk-in Medical Center 
“definitely” favors an organized community forum on 
AIDS. Palermo said she has discussed putting together 
“an information-type seminar” with Everett Penney, 
Director of the Department of Public Health. 

Penney said a “unified approach”’ to AIDS education is 
essential. “‘We don’t want just clinical services, but public 
education,” he explained. Penney added no firm plans 
have been set for an open discussion of the issue, but he 
said Seifert’s proposed conference is a ‘‘good possibility.” 

Palermo agreed education is the key to preventing the 
spread of AIDS. ‘‘The more people you can reach with this 
information, the less likely the disease is to be spread.”’ 

She emphasized that people need to learn the facts 
about AIDS, and this knowledge ‘‘is not getting out to the 
community.” 

Residents need to learn AIDS is not ‘‘someone else’s 
disease,’’ Palermo commented. ‘‘Once people realize, 
‘yes, it can happen to me,’ they will start being more 
careful,’’ she said. 

The Health Department receives ‘‘one or two’’ inquiries 
on AIDS per week, Penney said. 

Rev. Richard O’Leary, OSA, of St. Augustine’s Parish 
said he ‘‘firmly endorses’ a town-wide AIDS conference. 
It would be ‘‘a great start” for increasing public aware- 
ness of the disease, O’Leary commented. ‘‘AIDS is a terri- 
ble tragedy which will be getting worse,” he added. 

O’Leary will be on sabbatical for the second half of this 
year, but said he would expect St. Augustine’s to be in- 
volved in any community effort against AIDS. 

Seifert said such a forum is necessary to shift the bur- 
den of AIDS education away from the schools. He stressed 
academics must be the first priority in the classroom, not 
“big moral and social issues.”’ 

One mistake school systems make, Seifert stated, ‘‘is 
the inclination that we are somehow responsible for AIDS 
education.’’ He cited similar attitudes toward sex and va- 
lues education stressed during the 1960s as tying up local 
school departments, preventing them from properly 
teaching academic basics. 

‘Before we buy into all that (AIDS education),’’ Seifert 
said, ‘“‘we have to ask ‘what about academic learning?’”’ 

Dr. Seifert expressed disdain for trends toward so- 
called ‘‘safe sex’’ education in public schools, saying it 
excludes moral considerations. 

“‘Once we accept the notions of ‘safe sex’ we are accept- 
ing that thing called adultery.’’ This means, Seifert con-

tinued, ‘‘we are then by definition not good Christians or 
Jews,” since extramarital sex is forbidden by both reli- 


gions. 

Seifert said he will also ask for input from parents’ 
age ae rae Dn eee omens ee ee 
em. 

“This is a medical issue, a religious issue, and a family 
issue,”’ he emphasized. 

Seifert reiterated his opposition to dispensing condoms 
in the schools. This approach, endorsed by the Massachu- 
setts Teachers Association, is an “‘inappropriate’’ solution 
to the AIDS problem, he said. 

‘“‘Why don’t we give (prophylactics) to parents and cler- 
gy, and let them pass them out if they choose?’’ the super- 
intendent quipped. _ 

An AIDS conference, Seifert said, would likely be held 
at the High School after the opening of the fall term, in 
order to maximize attendance. 

The School Committee will also discuss a new system- 
yh attendance policy for children with AIDS next Tues- 
ay. 

Working from guidelines recommended by the Gover- 
nor’s Task Force on AIDS, the proposed policy encour- 
ages local school systems to allow children diagnosed as 
having AIDS, or with clinical evidence of infection with 
the AIDS-associated virus, Human Immunodeficiency Vi- 
rus (HIV), to attend classes under certain circumstances. 

In order to be allowed in school, a child must be receiv- 
ing medical attention for the ailment. The afflicted child 
is subject to restriction from the classroom if skin erup- 
tions or weeping lesions are present which cannot be safe- 
ly covered, according to the policy statement. 

A child with AIDS may also be kept out of class, the 
document states, if the child exhibits “inappropriate be- 
havior,” which would lead to transmission of the disease, 
such as biting or frequent incontinence. 

Children diagnosed with AIDS, or with clinical evidence 
of infection with the HIV virus, who are too ill to attend 
school, should have an appropriate alternative education 
plan. 

Under the drafted AIDS policy, siblings of children diag- 
nosed as having AIDS or HIV are able to attend school 
with no further restrictions. 

The AIDS policy guidelines also clearly appoint the

The Zoning Board of Appeals again considered the 
Ironstone Farm petition to build an indoor riding 
facility at their June 4 meeting, in addition to holding 
six other public hearings—three of which were to con- 
vert single family homes to two-family status. 

Richard Donovan, owner of Ironstone Farm, 456 
Lowell St., originally petitioned the board for a vari- 
ance to allow the construction of an indoor riding 
facility that-would not meet minimum setbacks, and 
was denied. The building was redesigned so it would 
meet the setbacks, but according to Donovan’s rep- 
resentative, Atty. Samuel Concemi, the Building 
Inspector’s office would not issue a building permit. 

According to Concemi, the inspector considered the 
facility an “‘accessory’’ to the dwelling. Accessory 
buildings are not allowed to have a greater square 
footage than the main building, which in this case, he 
said, was the dwelling. 

Concemi contends that the facility would not be ac- 
cessory to the house, but would, in effect, become the 
main building on the parcel. Thus, they are asking 
that the building inspector’s decision be overturned, 
or that they be granted a special permit to allow the 
construction of the facility. 

The farm, said Concemi, has been operating under 
all conditions set by the board since the last hearing. 
He added many of those abuttors who are against the 
construction of the facility had their children trained 
in horsemanship on the farm. 

Health and other issues brought up at the last peti- 
tion hearing, were not applicable to this situation, 
Concemi commented. This should be a simple by-law 
interpretation case. Yet he continued on to say that

the health department and MSPCA had been out to the 
farm and found no problems. 

If the neighbors didn’t like the farm’s existance, he 
added, they should have appealed the board’s original 
decision to continue the land’s use as a farm and 
school of horsemanship after the last hearing—not 
now. 

After Concemi finished and the board asked ques- 
tions, Chairman Wesley Whitney commented that it 
would not be necessary to hear arguments in favor of 
the petition, because the board would take into 
account such past testimony. Donovan ‘protested, ex- 
plaining that he felt it unfair that those in favor were 
asked to be quiet, but those against the petition would 
be heard. Whitney agreed to hear both sides once 
again. 

Many parents spoke in favor of the petition, due to 
the operation of the “‘Challenge Unlimited’’ program, 
which is a therapeutic riding program for the hand- 
icapped, used by many handicapped organizations. 
Arguments in favor included accolades for the pro- 
gram, and other testimony cited the financial neces- 
sity of having an indoor facility so that the school 
could operate in poor weather. 

Speaking on behalf of an abuttors group, Atty. 
Arthur McCabe explained that no one was against the 
farm as a whole, but abuttors are concerned about 
traffic on Lowell St. Additionally, he said, the farm 
has not yet complied with a Conservation Commission 
order, and there are concerns regarding the water- 
shed overlay.

Dr. Leslie G. Loomis will not continue in the position of 
Assistant Superintendent of Andover Secondary Schools after 
his contract expires June 30. 

Loomis, in Andover since October 1984, has accepted a su- 
perintendent’s position for the Bethlehem Central School Dis- 
trict, Delmar, N.Y. 

Loomis, originally from Rochester, N. Y., characterized his 
time." to the Empire State as ‘‘a wise personal decision at this 
ime.” 

“I have enjoyed very much the 2% years in Andover,” he 
said, “‘but it is time to move my career ahead.”’ Taking a top 
position at what he called a high quality school system in New 
York State ‘‘seemed to make sense,”’ he added. 

Loomis stated he had been looking for a new position since 
last fall. He will take over at Bethlehem on July 1. 

Dr. Loomis referred to his experience dealing with second- 
ary school issues in Andover as invaluable to his growth as an 
administrator. He praised the school staff, students and paren- 
ts in town and said he ‘‘appreciated the opportunity to work 
with people here.” 


In the wake of Loomis’ announced departure, Dr. Kenneth ™ 


Seifert, Superintendent of Schools, said this week he will pro- 
pose abolishing the Assistant Superintendent’s position at the 
secondary level. ‘‘I will recommend (to the school committee)

that no replacement be named for Loomis,’’ Seifert stated. 
Dr. Seifert cited budget cuts proposed by the school commit- 


tee as contributing to his decision. ‘“The school committee sug- 
gested a reduced budget in the Assistant Superintendent’s 
office,’ he commented. ‘‘My feeling is that if you have a com- 
prehensive school curriculum and instruction plan, then you 
have a need for an assistant superintendent to oversee things 
at both the elementary and secondary levels.”’ 

“But,” he continued, ‘‘without the funding for such pro- 
grams, we didn’t feel a need for two superintendents.”’ 

The school committee recommended a $50,000 cut in the ad- 
ministrative budget at its last meeting on June 3, specifically 
under the 1410 account— the Assistant Superintendent’s Office. 

Seifert did not indicate what impact this would have on Lois 
Haslam, Assistant Superintendent to the Elementary Schools. 
The decision whether to replace Dr. Loomis will be discussed 
at the school committee meeting June 30, Seifert said. 

Loomis emphasized the school committee’s budget had noth- 
ing to do with his decision to leave Andover, but he did urge 
local residents to ‘“‘hopefully consider giving more money to 
the school system.” 

Without the funds for new programs and quality facilities, 
Loomis cautioned, teachers and staff may become worn down 
and burnt out within a few years.

Potpouri 


Some thoughts on varied issues passing 

through the Andover scene of late beginning with 
some commentary on the recent special town 
meeting. 
Overall tone of the calling of the special session 
and its conduct up to and including the night of 
the event is indicative of appealing to those who 
would do away with town meeting completely. 

There was little public appeal on the part of 
municipal officials to get enough people to show 
for the session. Let alone participation or atten- 
dance by the general public, many municipal 
officials were notable by their absence. Not cer- 
tainly indicative of civic-minded leadership by 
those in authority. 

Then there was the claim that the exercise in 
frustration would cost the taxpayers in the vicini- 
ty of $20,000. We have reason to doubt that figure, 
but even if true, it points to a negative attitude 
concerning open town meeting by indicating that 
such a democratic procedure is costly at best. 

That whole Monday night exercise seemed to 
show that selectmen wanted to satisfy any doubts 
about the action taken to close the annual town 
meeting. The session was ‘dissolved’ when a quo- 
rum was questioned. The TOWNSMAN and the 
Andover League of Women Voters questioned the 
legality of the move, thus the baord felt it nec- 
essary to allow voters the opportunity to act on 
the issues which were victimized by the legal 
maneuver. 

The special session may, or may not, have sat- 
isfied the legality of the whole affair, thus allow- 
ing municipal operations to move ahead without 
incident. But, it certainly could have been han- 
dled better at the administrative level. 

And, while on the subject of municipal opera- 
tions, it is easy to detect that there must be some 
political overtones to the current school budget 
cut controversy. 

With the resignation of the Asst. School Supt. 
Leslie Loomis this past week, Supt. Kenneth R. 


Seifert indicated that he possibly will not fill the 
position, based on the school committee proposed 
raga of $50,000 from the administrative bud- 
get. 

There have been other discussions between ad- 
ministration and school committee as to what 
direction the schools should take in view of the 
cut in the budget dictated by town meeting. 

First of all, it is doubtful the budget would have 
been cut, even though the Finance Committee 
had recommended, had the school board made a 
stronger case for the funds desired. 

But, more importantly, now that the funds have 
been deleted, it seems proper for the school 
board and the administration to work har- 
moniously toward providing the best education 
and professional staffing as possibly can be 
accomplished. 

To use administrative and professional staff 
positions as pawns to prove a point would be a 
dangerous precedent. 

Finally, it would seem proper to examine the 
matter of prohibiting construction outside areas 
served by town water a little more closely before 
actually legislating against such building. 

A Supreme Court ruling this past week may 
have some bearing on the issue, since it has ruled 
that muncipalities may not legislate against the 
disposal of private property or dictate the size of 
house lots, etc. 

Too, there are several large plots in Andover 
owned by people who have held them and paid 
taxes on them for years in anticipation of dispos- 
ing of the property as part of their retirement. 

These people are being penalized and might 
stand a very good chance of obtaining their just 
reward through court action against the town. 

Certainly we can sympathize with public safety 
and public works officials with regard to the mat- 
ter. But it still seems as though a person should 
be allowed to dispose of property as seen fit by 
the owner.

Gardeners 
Explain 
To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

This letter, from the board of directors and 
entire membership of the Four Seasons Garden 
Club of Andover, is to inform you of our decision 
concerning our relationship with Memorial Hall 
Library. 

In the fall of 1985, the club attempted to install 
a new “‘old’’ garden near the library’s front en- 
trance. This has been a matter of public record 
and received much newspaper coverage. 

The project is the resoration of a 23-foot oval 
planting area as it appeared in photos dating 
back to 1905. 

Extensive research by the club members and 
the staff at the Andover Historical Society 
turned up a number of good photographs estab- 
lishing the fact that a planting island was a part 
of the original landscaping and remained there 
well beyond the 1920s. A successful appeal to the 
town’s citizens resulted in interviews with And- 
over natives who confirmed this information. 
The oval planting area bordered by granite 
curbing would contain a low yew hedge and col- 
orful seasonal planting. 

The extensive research and professional land- 
scape plans were the result of Four Seasons 
Garden Club members volunteering the nec- 
essary time and expertise. The plant material 
would be the gift of the club. The historical gran- 
ite had been salvaged from the old Punchard 
School steps and installation was to be per- 
formed by town workmen. It was our intention 
to make the library entrance attractive and his- 
torically significant at no cost to the town or the 
library. 

Work was begun in late 1985 and abruptly 
halted for reasons still not completely clear to 
us. In the spring of 1986, we were directed by the 
town manager, Kenneth Mahony, to appear be- 
fore the arts committee of the library board of 
trustees and explain our proposal. At this time 
the plan was again presented and our profes- 
sional landscape plans left with the committee 
representatives. We left the meeting with the 
expectation that our plan would be seriously 
considered and eventually approved. 

In March 1987, with the library expansion fi- 
nally near completion, the club sought a target 
date for the garden’s installation. The club was 
only then informed that the arts committee had 
engaged a landscape architect and a new plan 
was designed to be installed at an estimated cost 
of $55,000. The garden club’s original plan was 
not even acknowledged. The plan’s existence 
was even denied. It became apparent that the 
plan had not even been considered. 

This cavalier dismissal of the garden club’s 
interest in and efforts on behalf of the library 
has caused us to redefine our civic beautifica- 
tion role in Andover. 

This is to inform you that we have voted unai- 
mously to withdraw from any future partici- 
pation at Memorial Hall Library, both in 
landscaping and maintenance as well as interior 
floral decoration.

“People don’t realize,” he went on, “the damage done by 
Proposition 2%. The people of Andover should appreciate the 
high quality education they get per cost.’”’ 

Seifert praised Dr. Loomis’ leadership ability and his work 
with administration and faculty at the secondary level, but 
again stated budget constraints imposed by the school com- 
mittee had kept the Assistant Superintendent from carrying 
out certain programs. 

The superintendent specifically pointed to the Curriculum 
and Instruction Plan, which Loomis worked on, as an example 
of the outgoing administrator’s skills being smothered by a 
lack of funding which ‘“‘wouldn’t allow (Loomis) to pursue 
these ideas.”’ 

The Curriculum and Instruction Plan was a program de- 
vised by the administration earlier this year as a means of 
developing optimal curriculum, for grades K-12, by subject 
area. The plan also called for pilot programs in science and 
language arts, as well as Curriculum Development projects in 
the mathematics and social studies areas. 

Prior to serving in the Andover school system, Dr. Leslie 
Loomis was principal at Fayetteville-Manlius High School 
near Syracuse, N.Y. from 1981-84. Before that he was principal 
at Ridgefield High School, Ridgefield, Ct., and Newton South 
High School, Newton, Mass. 

He received a doctorate in education from Harvard Grad- 
uate School of Education in 1981, and a master’s in business 
from Harvard Graduate School of Business Administration in 
1976. 

Loomis was a volunteer teacher in the Peace Corps in 1970. 


Raytheon representatives presented a

Once the improvements are made with 
funds raised through private donations 
from businesses, organizations and indi- 
viduals, the city will be responsible for 
maintenance and upkeep.

Three digital scales, which Grant said 
were used “for drug weighing and pack- 
aging,” were unearthed during the 
search. The scales are valued at $950 
apiece. 

Police also confiscated an Apple com- 
puter and printer, a cable télevision box, 
numerous small school items, assorted 
drug paraphernalia and $1200 in cash. 

Police reported a significant amount of 
athletic equipment stolen from the high 
school had been returned. 

In addition to the North Andover 
charges, James Stearns was also 
charged by Andover police with seven 
counts of larceny over $100 and mali- 
cious damage over $100.

In an effort to settle contract griev- 
ances and to improve their standing 
within the town school system, Andover 
substitute teachers formed the Associate 
Teachers Organization of Andover 
(ATO) during the 1986-87 academic year. 

“TI was impressed with their desire to 
make the school system better,’’ said Dr. 
Kenneth Seifert, Superintendent of 
Schools, ‘“‘and to go beyond just asking 
for a wage and benefits increase.” 

Representatives for the substitutes 
worked with Seifert and Mary Lyman, 
Director of Personnel for the Town of 
Andover, to negotiate a seniority-based 
compensation system for part-time edu- 
cators. 

“We sat down with six of the substi- 
tutes who had been in the system for a 
long period of time,’’ Lyman recalled. 
‘“‘We were able to brainstorm a plan to 
distinguish between transient substitutes 
and those who had put in years of dedica- 
tion and service.”’ 

The result, Lyman said, was a wage 
scale to reward substitute teachers who 
accept more assignments and involve 
themselves in the school system. Return- 
ing substitutes who work a total of 40 
days or more this year were reclassified 
as “Veteran Substitutes,’ and paid a

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Substitute Teachers Work To 
Make School System Better

rate of $55 per day. 

Part-time instructors working 30 days 
or more are paid at a rate of $49 per day. 
Both are improvements over the flat $40 
wages previously awarded to substi- 
tutes, regardless of experience or days 
worked. 

The new plan also has a carry-over 
provision, so that associate teachers 
completing their first year in Andover 
will also be awarded “‘Veteran’’ status 
and compensation next year, should they 
Stay on. 

This, Lyman said, allows the teachers 
to project their income for the next year, 
so they can decide whether it is finan- 
cially desirable to remain in town. Ly- 
man said she believes ‘‘a large number 
of substitutes’’ will return, thanks to the 
revamped system. 

The settlement also calls for a change 
in title— from ‘‘substitute’’ teacher to 
‘associate’ teacher. This is more than a 
matter of semantics, Seifert said, as it 
gives the instructors a “better frame of 
mind” in approaching their work. 

“A ‘substitute’ tends to be viewed as 
someone less than whole who fills in,” 
the superintendent explained, “‘while an 
‘associate’ is someone who takes a great 
deal of pride in his or her work.” 
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The ATO also installed a series of new 
programs to make substitutes a more in- 
tegral part of the school system. This, 
Lyman said, has increased morale 
among the part-time ranks. 

The group formulated plans for a 
series of workshops with educational 
professionals to enhance teaching skills, 
the establishment of an Open House to 
welcome new teachers into the system, 
and the development of a substitute 
handbook which would detail the rules 
for each schoal in the system. 


Programs such as the Open House, Ly- 
man commented, ‘make people feel 
more a part of the system.’’ She said new 
substitutes can be made to feel ‘‘either 
familiar with or alien to’’ a school sys- 
tem, and the orientation program serves 
to “‘make life easier’’ for all concerned. 

An organization for substitutes ‘‘to 
pool ideas’’ also helps the teachers devel- 
op better work practices, Seifert said. 
For example, interaction between substi- 
tutes result in a better system of disci- 
pline. ‘‘Sometimes, as we know, it can be 
open season on a substitute when the reg- 
ular teacher is away,’’ he commented. 

The group also serves as a line of com- 
munication between substitute teachers 
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and the administration to correct any 
problems which may occur during the 
school year. 

Lyman stated the ATO meetings had 
been beneficial toward gaining feedback 
from substitutes on how they view the 
school system. She also praised the “‘en- 
ergy and emotional involvement’’ of the 
organization’s members. “It’s a good 
system,’’ Lyman said, ‘‘we’ve had a very 
favorable response from them.” 

The Associate Teacher’s Organization 
sees its goal as allowing substitutes to 
draw on their own educational back- 
ground and experience, in order to better 
serve as educational professionals in the 
classroom. They also wish to continue 
with their training so they may handle 
classroom situations in a more profes- 
sional manner. 


Members of the ATO say substitute 
teaching can offer an alternative for pro- 
fessional people who are looking for a 
part-time job. Many retired teachers 
have come back as substitutes, and it is 
also an option for people planning career 
changes. With a predicted future teacher 
shortage, the group believes it will be 
able to encourage professionals to con- 
sider teaching as a profession 
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
